DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's response dated 12/21/2006 has been received and entered. Claims 1 5 3, 4, 
19-20 and 22-30 are remain pending in the application. Claims 11,13-16 and 18 stand 
withdrawn from consideration. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 19-20 and 22-30 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests alone or in combination that a 
manufacturing method of a liquid crystal display unit comprising a combination of various steps 
as claimed more specifically a step of prescribing a falling direction of molecules of a liquid 
crystal having a negative dielectric anisotropy in the vertical orientation film, the falling 
direction being prescribed in parallel with a phase advancing axis or a phase delaying axis of an 
optical anisotropy of the first flexible polymeric substrate as set forth in claims 1, 23 and 26. 
This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the falling direction of molecules of a 
liquid crystal in the vertical orientation film, and being prescribed in parallel with a phase 
advancing axis or a phase delaying axis of an optical anisotropy of the first flexible polymeric 
substrate must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered.
